Novelty (N) Claims 1-13 

The claims are not novel in the light of Dl - D5 all of which disclose all the essential features of the claims. For 
example, Dl discloses a dispenser device (36, 38, 40) including a dispenser body having an inlet end and an 
outlet end; a transport passage therebetween wherein the cross-sectional internal dimension at the inlet end is 
equal to or smaller than the cross-sectional internal dimension at the outlet epd; the inlet end and the outlet end 
are, when in use, sealingly connectable with the filling vessel and the vessel to be filled, respectively. 

Inventive step (IS) Claims 1-13 

The claims do not involve an inventive step for the same reasons above. 
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
